about 8 o'clock had an opportunity to 
observe a startling 
and 
beautiful 


meteoric display, supporting the often 
doubted contention that meteors are 
seen to travel horizontally within the 
radius of the earth s atmosphere.

Washington 


What pitcher? 


Answer to Saturday's pii7/.lo—

Washington, July 28.—[Special.]—A 


member of congress has gone to the 
trouble of printing a long article in 
the Congressional Kecord which proves 
conclusively (in the mind of the writer) 
that the Monroe doctrine has outlived 
its usefulness; that it is now obsolete; 
that it was meant to prevent European 
nations from subverting American re- 
publics, of which there is now no dan- 
ger, 
and consequently this country 


should renounce it and declare that we 
shall no longer supervise, defend or in- 
terfere with the Latin-American coun- 
tries. 


But even if that were all true, even 


if the statements could not be refuted, 
it would make no difference. The Mon- 
roe doctrine is as much a part of this 
country as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. It may be costly and at 
times inconvenient, but \ve will stand 
by it 


The Big Policeman. 


It may make us the "big policeman" 


of the American continent; but, if so. 
this nation will accept that responsi- 
bility rather than abandon the Monroe 
doctrine. This country docs not want 
to interfere in Maxico, but tbe tenden- 
cy is in that direction. President Taft 
did not want and kept out of that 
imbroglio. 


It was left as a legacy for the Wil- 


son administration, and hov. ever much 
the president may dislike tu do so, he 
nmst handle the Mexican affair under 
the spirit of the Monroe doctrine, 
which is rapidly making this nation 
responsible for our southern neighbors. 


The turn of affairs in Nicarauga 


seems to point the direction which this 
administration will take in respect to 
the weaker Latin-American countries. 


More Territory Wanted. 


It seems quite plain that people liv- 


ing along the Mexican border are im- 
bued with the idea that this country 
would be better off and the people in 
northern Mexico would be much better 
cared for if a slice of Mexico were ad- 
ded to the states of Texas, New Mexi- 
co and Arizona. 
Of course if there 


should be intervention in Mexico there 
will be an emphatic disclaimer that 
this country wants any territory from 
that country. And yet -u hen it comes 
to pay for the cost of restoring peace 
in Mexico it may be necessary for the 
country to settle with territorial ces- 
sion instead of a cash payment. 


The "Real" Newspaper. 


Congressmen generally believe that 


the Congressional Ueoord is the only 
"real" newspaper in existence.

least when they get to talking seriously 
about the paper they control thoy seem 
to think that only wh.it appears in the 
Record is the proper stuff for publica- 
tion.

of Harvard, North America's oldest 
college. The city of Potosi, in Upper 
Peru, now Bolivia, once had''a popula- 
tion of lfiO.000 and for a century was 
the largest city of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 
The present population 
is 


only 20,000, mostly Indians, but vast 
ruins attest to the former grandeur 
of Potosi.

miick promoter, who tied to Peru to 
escape a North American prison, who 
laid the foundations for Peru's pres- 
ent prosperity by building the first

Kven now. when 


ships depend on steam engines to take them over the ocean, it is useful for 
them to know about the winds. Steamers still call the winds by the old names 
given to them long ago. 


"For instance, when tho wind does not blow at all Bailors spenk of a 


'calm.' 
When the wind blows two miles an hour they call it a very light 


breeze. 
Fottr miles an hour is a gentle broozo: twelve miles an hour n fresh 


wind: twentv-fivo miles an hour a strong wind: thirty live miles !m hour a 
high wind: fftrty-fho miles :m hour a gale: si>.ty miles :in hour''ii strong gale: 
seventy-live miles an hour a violent gale; ninety miles an hour a hiiriicane, 
nnd a htm li-ed miles an hour a violent hurricane

The Bible informs us that all of Je- 


sus' teachings were parabolic. 
The 


Master explained the significance of 
some of His actions und words to His 
disciples, saying. "To you it Is given to 
know the mysteries of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, but to all outsiders these 
things are spoken in parables and dark 
sayings, that hearing they might hear 
and not understand." Jesus did not 
explain all of His dark sayings even to 
His Apostles. Indeed, very few of His 
parables were explained. On the con- 
trary. He said, "When the Spirit of 
Truth is come [the Holy Spirit—at 
Pentecost and after]. He shall guide 
you into all Truth, and bring all things 
to your remembrance whatsoever I 
have spoken unto you." 
On another 


occasion of similar import. He said, 
"What 1 do tbou knowest not now, but 
tbou sbalt know, hereafter." 


Thus we see that it has been possi- 


ble for all the followers of Jesus since 
Pentecost to understand the Master's 
teachings in a way that His earliest 
followers could not understand them. 
The reason for this is plain. It was 
not expedient that the natural Jews 
or other natural men should under- 
stand clearly the Divine -Plan. 
For 


them to understand would have meant 
that in many instances God's plans 
might have miscarried. 
As, for in- 


stance. St. Peter informs us that if the 
rulers of the Jews had known, they 
would not have crucified the Prince of 
Life. But only by the crucifixion of 
Jesus could the Divine Plan be carried 
out. and therefore It was hidden from 
those for whom it was not intended. 


Nor was there any Injustice in this; 


rather it was a blessing in disguise for 
them. 
If they had done the same 


things under full light'and knowledge, 
their guilt would have been many fold 
greater. They are Hot. therefore, to 
be punished according to their deeds 
entirely, but according to the measure 
of light and knowledge which they 
possessed, which was very limited. 


And the same principle obtains in re- 


spect to the whole world from then 
until now—little light, little responsi- 
bility; more light, more responsibility. 
He that knew the Master's will and 
did it not, will have many stripes; he 
that knew not the Master's will and 
did things worthy of stripes, shall be 
punished with few stripes. 
On the 


contrary, those who are begotten of 
the Holy Spirit, and thus accepted as 
God's people. Into God's family, have 
the highest responsibility, because they 
have the greatest knowledge. They, 
"and they alone, could possibly commit 
the sin unto death, as St. Paul ex- 
plains in Hebrews 0:1-0, and 10:20, 27. 


When the Scriptures declare, "The 


wise shall understand," the reference 
Is to those who are especially enlight- 
ened by the Lord through the Holy 
Spirit and through the deeper under- 
standing which they gain respecting 
the true meaning of God's Word, pn 
the contrary, we have the assurance 
also that "none of the wicked shall un- 
derstand." St. Paul explains the situa- 
tion to us. saying. "The natural man 
receivcth not the things of the Spirit 
of God, neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually discerned. 
But he that is spiritual jndgcth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God." 


Here, then, is the secret of demarca- 


between the Church 'and the 


world. The former have the begetting 
of the Holy Spirit to a uew nature 
and with that begetting go privilege* 
and opportunities of knowledge of Go< 
and of His plans, purposely secreted 
from all others not •plrit-begotteu 
Hence, In all our attempts to spreac 
the knowledge of God, we should re- 
member to impress the thought tha 
only the outlines of the Divine charac- 
ter and plan may be clearly discerned 
and appreciated by those not spirit-be 
gotten. 


All who desire to go on untp perfection 


and to grow in grace and knowledge 
and character, should be informed thai 
the second step after the primary 
study is consecration. Those who wit 
not consecrate will not have the prtvi 
leg* of looking deeply into and discern 
Ing clearly the lengths and breadths 
and heights, and depths of the Divine 
character and plan. This also Is fof 
their good—a wise provision of God'a 
love. 
For any having come unto the 


begetting of the Holy Spirit can have 
no further claim with the world upon 
God's general provision for hums. 
Restitution. Their hope must be on 
the spirit plane. Begotten of the Spir- 
it, they must develop and be born of 
the Spirit in the resurrection, In order 
to nave life eternal at all.

Household. 


There Is a precious lesson in this 


miracle for all of the Lord's followers 
We also have need of faith and of 
tests of that faith. Our daily expe- 
riences since we became the Lord's 
followers have been guided and guard- 
ed apparently by the Power unseen, to 
the intent that as pupils in the School 
Of Christ, we may all be taught of 
Him and develop more and more the 
graces of the Spirit, particularly more 
faith. 


How important this Item of faith is 


we probably cannot fully appreciate 
now. 
It seems to be the one thing 


which the Lord especially seeks in 
those now called to be His followers. 
"Without faith it is impossible to 
please Him." 
With faith "all things 


are possible." "According to thy faith 
be it unto thee." 
Proper faith, of 


course, is meant, not credulity, not re- 
liance upon the words of men, but Im- 
plicit faith in the Lord for all that He 
has promised to them who love Him 
supremely.—Hebrews 11:6: Mark 9:23. 


So important a grace must of ne- 


cessity require many lessons for its 
proper development, and therefore we 
find that in our individual experiences 
as Christians we have those corre- 
sponding to the experiences of the 
Apostles, as recorded in this lesson. 
How suddenly the Adversary may at 
times bring against us a whirlwind of 
temptation or of opposition or of per- 
secution! How overcast, how dark, our 
sky seems at such times! 
How the 


waves of adversity or of affliction have 
almost overwhelmed us! And bow the 
Lord has seemed asleep, heedless of 
our distress! 


Such existences are tests of faith. 


If our faith be strong, we would keep 
on with our proper endeavors to ad- 
Just matters, corresponding to the ef- 
forts of the Apostles to keep the ship 
afloat, but with implicit faith in the 
Lord's promise that "all things work 
together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to His purpose." 
So accord- 


ing to our faith shall we be able to 
rejoice even in tribulation. Not that 
we enjoy the sufferings; but we enjoy 
the thought which faith attaches to 
them—that these are only light afflic- 
tions, intended to "work out for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory."—Romans 8:28; 2 Corinthians 
4:17. 
The Boat and the Storm In Antitype. 


We may regard the incidents of our 


lesson from a typical viewpoint. Thus 
the boat would seem to be the Gospel 
Dispensation, or God's provision for 
carrying Messiah and His followers to 
the other side. 
The Master asleep 


would seem to prefigure the apparent 
indifference of the Lord, the Head of 
the Church, to the storms of persecu- 
tion and suffering assailing His Church. 
The disciples awakening Him would 
seem to imply the prayers of the 
Church throughout the Age, crying 
unto the Lord, "Carest Thou not that 
we perish?" 


What a tempestuous storm broke up- 


on the Lord's people after Jesus had 
gone from them! Persecutions from 
the Jews, then from the Gentiles, fol 
lowed one another until the entire his- 
tory of the true Church has been mark-

* tlm»* have to* Lord's people won- 
dered at toe amount of affliction and 
opposition from the world, tlie flesh 
and the Devil that their glorified Head 
permit* to come upou them. Verily, It 
seemed as though Re were asleep, aa 
though He cared not for their welfare! 


The Btortn on the Sea of Galilee may 


have arisen lu some ordinary way, for 
aught we know to Uie contrary. 
It 


must have been a very severe storm; 
for the disciples were expert, experi- 
enced flslioriiien. We might reason 
that surely Ood would not specially 
raise up such a storm; and that if He 
had Jesus would have submitted to it 
and would not have worked contrary 
to the Divine arrangement 


On the other hand, we might reason 


that, since Satan la Scripturaily term- 
ed the "Prince of the power of the 
air." it would be quite in line with his 
disposition to seek to destroy Jesus 
and the Church, represented by the 
Apostles. He might have thought thus 
to nip In the bud the Divine arrange- 
ment which Jesus bad outlined; name- 
ly. His crucifixion In fulfilment of the 
Scriptures. At all events, Jesus when 
awakened did not hesitate to use the 
power .He possessed from the Father 
to quell the storm—to turn aside the 
mischievous designs of Satan. 


"And Th'vre Was a Great Calm." 
We read that when awakened, Jesus 


first reproved His disciples for insuf- 
ficiency of faith, as manifested in their 
doubting that with Him present with 
them they would be entirely safe from 
all powers of wind and water and the 
Adversary. 
Then He rebuked the 


storm, aud it quickly subsided; and 
there was a great calm. 


What could these things mean aiiti- 


typically? What lesson could we gain 
from them along spiritual lines? The 
lesson is that the storms of life which 
have beset God's people throughout 
this Gospel Age have undoubtedly been 
chiefly under the administration of the 
Evil One. He was unsuccessful as re- 
spects the Lord, whose faith triumph- 
ed, loyal unto death. Satan has since 
tiled, however, to wage a bitter war- 
fare against the followers of Jesus, 
through persecution, slander, misrepre- 
sentation and falsehood. But in all of 
these he has only fulfilled the Lord's 
prediction, saying, "Marvel not If tho 
world hate you; ye know that it hated 
Me before it hated you. If ye were of 
the world, the world would love its 
own. But now ye are not of me world, 
because I have chosen you out of the 
world; therefore the world hateth you." 


Throughout the Gospel Age it has 


been sought to keep the Church pure 
by keeping the world out of It, even 
though wave after wave sought to fill 
the boat with the undesirable qualities 
and to swamp it. Throughout the Age 
It was the proper course for the Church 
to realize that the Lord was with her 
In all her' afflictions, even as He had 
promised, "Lo, I am with you alway, 
even uuto the end of the Age." 
Re- 


membering this, the Lord's brethren 
should have had full confidence, noth- 
ing doubting. 


The extremity of the disciples in 


calling upon the Lord for aid seems to 
Imply that at the close of this Age 
there will be a special stress upon all 
the followers of Jesus, causing them 
to cry out for deliverance from the 
overwhelming powers of the Adver-. 
sary. Then the Master will seem to 
awaken, as though He had not previ- 
ously noted the condition of affairs. 
Then He will arise, and bid the storm 
to cease; and there will be a great 
culm. 


Bible students are more and more 


convinced that the great storm of trou- 
ble upon the Church is very near. Of 
ust what character It will be we need 
not try to prophesy. 
We are to re- 


member, however, that the majority of 
:he storms upon the Church have come 
from professed people of God, rather 
ban from the world. 
It was the 


Scribes and Pharisees and Doctors of 
he Law that really crucified Jesus. 
t was they who excited the mob to 
:ry out, "Crucify Him! Release unto 
us Barabbas!" They, and not Pilate, 
were responsible for Jesus' death; 
they, and not the Roman soldiers, real- 
y crucified Him; as St. Peter declares, 
'Ye denied the Holy One and the Just, 
and desired a murderer to be granted 
into you; and killed the Prince of 
Life."—Acts 3:14. 15. 


Our expectation would be that sim- 
larly the Body of Christ, the Church, 
n the end of this Age will have its 
most trying experiences, not from the 
world, but from professed brethren. 
)o we not indeed see a preparation 
long these very lines at the present 
line? The formation of Church Fed- 
eration has indeed a sincere and inno- 
cent look, but is not this really a dis- 
guise? 


Is not tho purpose and object of the 


Federation rather to fortify and de- 
fend sectarianism and to hinder any 
one outside their own pale of influence 
from letting shine any light of Truth 
upon God's Word? Should we not ex- 
pect really that when the Federation 
shall gain the measure of political in- 
fluence and power that the symbolic 
l>ook of Revelation Indicates will be 
the case, then those holding a simple 
faith in God and in His Word, and

OFFICER DIES 


Patrolman James J. Callan, oldest 


member of the Newark police de- 
partment died Sunday morning at his 
home in South Fourth street, after 
an illness lasting 
several 
months. 


His death was probably due to urae- 
mic poisoning. 


Mr. Callan was granted a leave of 


absence on April 8 because of ill- 
ness. He had been in failing health 
for several months previous and it 
was his belief that 
a 
two 
weeks' 


leave, combined with 
his, 
regular 


two weeks' vacation would enable 
him to recuperate so he would be 
able to resume his duties. 


Instead of growing better his con- 


dition became worse and though he 
received the best medical attention 
available he continued to fail until 
death relieved his sufferings Sunday. 


Mr. Callan was born in county 


Monahan, Ireland, August 14, 1863. 
He came to the 
United States 
In 


18S6 and 
settled 
near 
Sandus"ky, 


where he assisted an uncle who was 
operating an extensive quarry. 


A year later he came to Newark, 


where he entered the service of the 
T!. & O. as a locomotive fireman. He 
served in this capacity for six years 
and was promoted to the position of 
locomotive engineer. 
He served as 


an ongine.er for seven years and had. 
by f a i t h f u l service won the corr"- 
dence of the officials so he got i.ae 
of the best runs on the road. 


He retired from the railro-.d ser- 


vice about 1900 and was p-ipointed 
a city patrolman in whir' 
capacity 


he served the city faith1' ,lly for 13 
vears, or until his he: "ih made it 
mperative that he rf .ucst a leave 
of absence. 


While in the se— ice of the 
cify, 


Patrolman Callan ,vas faithful to his 
:luty as he understood it. 
He obey- 


>d order explir' ly and was fearless 
of nil danger when detailed to per- 
'orm any d u t y . As a result he had 
many encorntoir with the criminal 


lenient and bore scars of those en- 


counters, attest ire; to his bravery.
